A DAY IN THE LIFE OF INDIA’S 
OLDEST AND HOLIEST CITY

We've stumbled into a crowd of a million 
stoned Indians. 

The streets are lined with huge vats of free 
bhang lassi, a powerful marijuana milkshake. 
Busy men ladle psychoactive green into out- 
stretched cups, bowls, and mouths but there's 
no way they can spoon it out fast enough - 
there are tens of thousands of people. 

Fathers pour the lassi into the mouths of their 
young sons and daughters while dozens of men 
flail and howl along to ear-splitting Hindi pop. 

Everywhere, glazed eyes and radiant smiles. 

It's March and I’m with my girlfriend in Vara- 
nasi, India during Mahashivaratri — the annual 
Shiva Festival — a mind-altered mass religious 
experience. 

Varanasi, also known as Benares or Kashi, 
is a confounding city: filthy but beautiful, holy 
but depraved. 

It's the centre of the Hindu universe and the 
place is high on religion. 

The spiritually extroverted sadhu, Indian 
holy men, stroll the streets in orange robes car- 
rying bronze tridents and begging pots, collect- 
ing alms from the faithful or blessing tourists 
for rupees. 

A naked sect of sadhu sit down by the riv- 
er. They smear their unwashed bodies in ash, 
smoke superhuman amounts of Kashmiri 
hash, and do impossible-looking yoga = you 
haven't lived until you've seen a dreadlocked 
man's upside-down penis. 

Marijuana use has long been a part of Shiva 
worship. 

Legend has it that Lord Shiva, creator and de- 
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stroyer of the world, also had a wandering eye, 
often straying from his wife Parvati to amuse 
himself with loose nymphs and goddesses. 
Parvati was understandably pissed, so the next 
time Shiva returned from his philandering she 
offered him a bowl to smoke. Apparently, that 
weed unlocked the doors to divine bliss and 
after that Shiva was more than content to sit 
home and get high, all day every day. 

So that explains the oil-barrel sized drums 
of bhang lassi: it's an attempt by mortals to 
synch with Lord Shiva’s elevated mental wave- 
lengths. 

And Varanasi is crazy enough, even before 
adding unlimited free drugs to the equation. 

Mark Twain wrote that “Benares is older than 
history, older than tradition, older even than 
legend, and looks twice as old as all of them 
put together.” 

The city is at least 3,000 years old, making 
it one of the world's oldest continuously inhab- 
ited cities. It has sat on the banks of the Ganges 
since Jesus was only a rumour and iron tools 
were cutting-edge technology. 

And like Twain said, the place looks and feels 
ancient. Alleys narrower than outstretched 
arms spiderweb erratically, making my tourist 
map seem like fiction. Plodding ox carts and 
cycle-rickshaws dominate traffic. Stone walls 
are covered with hand-printed patties of dry- 
ing cow dung, natural and abundant fuel for 
cooking, 

The street-level real estate is lined with shops 
selling the famous Varanasi silk and stalls serve 
food as delicious as it is unhygienic, 

About 1.2 million humans call Varanasi 
home, but it's easy to imagine that there at 
least as many animal residents. Heartbreak- 
ingly skinny street-dogs pick at garbage piles,

bleating goats and pigs roam in packs, and sa- 
cred cows are given carte blanche, fouling the 
streets with their shit and snarling traffic with 
their indiscriminate mid-road naps. 

But those aren't even the cheekiest resi- 
dents. 

While waiting outside a shop for my girl- 
friend, | saw a tiny face with glittering black 
eyes peering down from a tin roof. It was one 
of Varanasi'’s infamous Langur monkeys, no- 
torious vandals and thieves — like black-faced 
children wearing fuzzy white pajamas and car- 
rying rabies, stealing anything that isn’t nailed 
down. 

Don't walk with bananas. 

The monkey grabbed a purple T-shirt hang- 
ing by the rafters. 

“Umm ...” I said to the shopkeeper. “I think 
that monkey just stole one of your T-shirts.” 

Cursing, the merchant pulled out a long 
bamboo pole from beside his door and poked 
at the monkey, pleading with him to return the 
merchandise. The little Langur could not have 
looked less interested, scratching his belly and 
holding the shirt at arm's length before tossing 
it just out of reach. 

Then off it leapt, all limbly-bimbly from bal- 
cony to lightpole lightpole to roof to join some 
screeching friends. 

I swear I saw it get a high five. 

“Happens all the time,” the merchant 
sighed. 

As wild as the monkey-infested lanes are, 
Varanasi’s real action is at the ghats, the con- 
crete steps lining the Ganges’ west bank. 

A dawn boat-ride is a shutterbug’s wet- 
dream. Hindus come to the water to dip them- 
selves and offer prayers while the sun paints 
the temples and forts in water-colour golds and 


reds, everything impossibly picturesque as the 
wooden boat is rowed silently across the glass 
flat water. 

Every night, the main ghats host ceremonies 
called Ganga Aarti. It is total sensory overload 
a relentless half -hour of bells, drums, smoke 
flowers, fire, and chants all done in tight chore 
ography by seven young priests. 

Wandering touts sell floating tea-candles and 
the Ganges glitters with dozens of tiny, bol 
bing prayers being carried downstream and 
into the dark 

Boating and photography are fine, but dying 
is a much more popular activity in Varanasi 

Hindus believe that a death and timely cr 
mation in Varanasi is stellar luck, as it means 
release from the tiresome cycle of reincarna 
tion — basically, guaranteed heaven. Every 
year, thousands make the pilgrimage here to 
die, the rich spending their last days swaddled 
in luxury and the poor begging for food on the 
streets. 

Two burning ghats handle hundreds of cre 
mations daily, the final purification. Stray dogs 
hang around the fringes while brash tourists 
snap pictures of melting faces and limbs - 
something to show the folks back home. 

The ashes and bones are then collected and 
dumped into the Ganges. Children, holy men, 
and pregnant women are considered clean, 
so they are simply weighted with stones and 
thrown in the waters. Occasionally, rotting 
corpses wash up on the east bank. 

On my first day in Varanasi, I saw a well-fed 
looking stray trot by with what could only be 
a crispy human forearm. Bouncing limply i" 
the dog's mouth, it almost looked like it ws 
waving.

Along the highway on the way to 
North Country Fair there is a stretch 
of former trees converted from fau- 
na to entomology — stiff spider legs 
blackened by fire. Harsh signs hiss 
against trespassing here, but we of- 
ten stop for a cocktail and take in one 
of the strangest landscapes in the 
province, bristly black sticks 30 feet 
tall angling up the hill, the middle of 
one of those relentlessly everywhere

Tales are trickling down of pets 
left in houses over the weekend, now 
airborne dust, of the debate between 
storing photos in albums or hard 
drives mattering not a spit; it's all 





charcoal and melted plastic now, and 
starting with loss like this the hu- 
man fury has come. Where was the 
government to warn us? Why is the 
media coverage so spartan? 


Like so many lakes, both forces

— places where people now number 
ing 7 billion got in the way of history 
both human and geological 

The consensus is that we will not 
talk about global warming here, our 
provincial survival apparently de- 
pends on that.

or even tailpipes igniting twigs and 
leaves; no one will ever know any- 
thing besides the fact however hu- 
mans may have caused it, they also 
paid for it.

There are similar sights up through 
Yukon, burned lands more amicably 
labelled by date and inspiring in their 
way — every carload becomes a sci- 
entific observation squad of how the 
land comes back to verdant, just add 
years, decades. 

What happened in Slave Lake over 
the weekend was, for a moment, the 
worst thing happening in the entire

There are many legends surround- 
ing the Ganges. It's believed that the 
niver descended from heaven as the 
maiden Ganga, a gift sent to wash 
away the sins of a lifetime. 

If that’s true, then today the Gan- 
ges is a very dirty girl indeed. 

And it's not just leftover bits of hu- 
man. Water buffalo wallow upstream, 
dozens of streams of raw sewage run 
in untreated, unregulated tanneries 
spew heavy metal-laced effluent, and 
plastic garbage bobs like jellyfish. 

The Ganges is one of the worst 
polluted rivers in the world. Sections 
near Varanasi have been recorded 
as having anywhere from 3,000 to 
200,000 times the accepted safe 
level of faecal coliform bacteria. 

And even though some parts are 
literally saturated with shit and 
worse, the ghats still swell with peo- 
ple coming to bathe, do laundry, and 
drink the sacred water. 

Many poor use the river out of ne- 
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have receded from old glory. But by 
design we elect the smallest govern- 
ment possible. And no one wants to 
pay for newspapers, either. Who do 
you think actually wrote the stories 
for the last 200 years? TV anchors? 
I'm not trivializing the loss here. I'm 
mournfully pointing out how it illu- 
minates others. We are, after all, a 
civilization in transition, if not out- 
right decline. This, despite Twitter. 
Slave Lake has the dubious hon- 
our of joining irradiated Fukushima, 
drowned Manitoba, neglected New 
the 
rubble of Haiti and all sorts of other 


Orleans, crumbling Detroit, 


actually do stand up to the cliche | 
of being tenacious builders, lucky 
enough to live in. one of the few plac- 
es that can afford to pull ours back 


from the brink. This would not be |

cessity, but still more make pilgrim- 
ages solely to be spiritually cleansed 
in the water. 

Indeed, we got the hard-sell from a 
friendly Hindu from Delhi who tried 
for 15 minutes to get us to join him 
in his Ganges dip, extolling the holy 
‘purity’ and ‘proven scientific ben- 
efits’ of drinking the water. 

We passed. 

While Varanasi might not be the 
cleanest, at least it knows how to 
party. 

The same attitude that accepts 
filthy streets and an unbelieavably 
polluted sacred river also allows free 
drugs in the street and one hell of 
a crazy parade. For better or worse, 
anything goes. 

On the night of the Shiva Festival, 
speaker stacks powered by grinding 
generators blared Hindi hits, banging 
fireworks were set off just feet away, 
and random marching bands lurched 
around pounding out frantic double- 
time New Orleans-style jazz. 


We dodged wandering mounted el- 
ephants, | had my forehead smeared | 
in three colours of holy paint, and 
we saw more stoned people dancing 
than a Damian Marley concert in 
Kingston. 

The noise was incredible and there 
was absolutely no regard for human 
safety, but the people seemed so joy- 
fully and unselfconsciously happy 
that it seemed worth any future tin- 
nitus or possible injury. 

We decided to escape the blissful 
anarchy of the streets and headed to 
the relative calm of the river. 

Small groups of sadhu huddled 
quietly, murmuring prayers and ar- 
ranging tiny candles and sand into 
intricate patterns as the Ganges 
flowed by silently. 

Maybe this was the real Shiva Fes- 
tival, down by the sacred river in 
mysterious, holy, and stoned reflec- 





tion, 
It was India: wild, scary, beautiful, 
filthy, and totally alive.

STELMACH AND SWANN’S LAST HURRAHS 





Last week, the spring session of the Al- 
berta legislature limped to a close. It was, as 
is so often the case in Alberta, far too brief 
and utterly uninspired. The MLAs have gone 
home for the summer to fill up their time 
with community barbecues and local fairs. 

This summer, however, will be different. 
Members of the Progressive Conservative 
and Alberta Liberal parties will be preoc- 
cupied with choosing new leaders. When 
the legislature reconvenes in the fall, Alberta 
politics will have a whole different look, with 
both a new premier and a new leader of the 
Opposition. 

Last Thursday in the legislature, the rau- 
cous session ended on an entirely different 
tone, with members of all parties heaping 
praise on outgoing leaders, Premier Ed Stel- 
mach and Liberal Leader David Swann. And 
say what you like about their politics, or their 
successes and/or failures as leaders, but 
there is no denying that both men deserved 
all of the praise that came their way. 

Both Stelmach and Swann are honour- 
able men, in politics for all the right reasons. 
They are the kind of people that we are 
lucky to have in Alberta politics. And yet, it's 
fair to-say that neither was particularly well 
suited to leadership. 

Swann is a man of deep, unwavering 
principles. As a champion of health care 
in Alberta, Swann was in his element 
defending our public health system. He 
also is a committed environmentalist, and 
a genuine humanitarian. But the mantel of 
leadership never seemed to rest easy on his 
shoulders. When he won the leadership, he 
didn't really seem to know what he wanted 
to do with it. He leaves the Alberta Liberal 
Party in the best financial shape is has been 
in for years, but also further away from the 
dream of electoral victory than at any time 


in decades. 

Ed Stelmach is an even more curious 
leader. A low-key politician, Stelmach ca- 
pably held a number of cabinet positions in 
the Ralph Klein government, never making 
waves or generating controversy. His entry 
into the PC leadership race was a surprise, 
and his victory as compromise candidate 
even more so. His massive victory in the 
2008 election was the final great surprise 
from Ed Stelmach. 

A full analysis of Stelmach’s brief reign is 
best left for another time. Indeed, much of 
what Stelmach attempted to accomplish 
won't come to fruition until years after he 
has left office. Fora manwhowas premier | 
for a short time, he attempted a number of 
major initiatives that could have long-term 
consequences for Alberta. His changes 
to property rights legislation will give the 
Wildrose Alliance ammunition to spare for 
the next election. His government has also 
introduced changes to our electrical system 
that wil either insure our electrical supply for | 
years to come, or cost us billions for an over- 
built system. But Stelmach's integrity was 
never in question, nor could you question 
his desire to make Alberta a better place. 
But his leadership style was diffident. The 
Alberta PC party demands strong leadership 
in any style, whether it's sophisticated like 
Peter Lougheed's or bare knuckled like Ralph | 
Klein's. In Stelmach, they had a mild-man- 
nered nice guy, hardly the kind of inspiring 
leadership Alberta demands. 

Regardless of their successes or failures, 
David Swann and Ed Stelmach deserve | 
thanks from Albertans. Neither was entirely 
comfortable, or successful, as a leader. But 
they stepped up to the plate in the chal- 
lenging game of politics, and for that, they 
deserve thanks.

| HERE’S THE REAL REASON 
WHY GAS PRICES ARE GOING 
THROUGH THE ROOF 





On my way into work last week, | 
passed a Petro-Canada station that I 
use as my gauge for the price of gas. 
It was sitting at roughly $1.17 a litre, 
which was outrageous. 

On my way home about 10 hours 
later (OK, maybe seven hours ... five 
and a half, tops ... it could have been 
four), the price was $1.28. A dollar 
twenty eight? If $117 was outra- 
geous, then $1.28 would be, what, ub- 


ber-outrageous? Megaoutrageous? 


After making a number of detours 
on the way home to find gas at a 
lower price (passing by one station at 
$1.16, expecting I would find another 
at the ‘lower’ price, and failing), | 
arrived home in a foul mood. What 
could have caused such a spike in 
gasoline prices? Was there a colos- 
sal refinery explosion in Strathcona 
county? Did OPEC shut off the taps? 


Was the NDP actually in power, and 
they immediately added 10 cents a 
litre in tax? 

It was none of the above. Turns 
out, the reason gasoline prices rose 
10 cents a litre in one day was quite 
complex. There are international 
pressures, you see, and price spreads, 
and shortages and market forces, 
and ... well a bunch of stuff we mere 
mortals cannot understand. 

Big Oil runs the show. A handful 
of oil giants have total control of a 
product that we depend upon to keep 
our society from grinding to a com- 
plete halt. Big Oil is the 800-pound 
gorilla in a room full of spider mon- 
keys. Gasoline prices have been ris- 
ing steadily for several weeks, but it 
has usually been in relatively mod- 
est increments. You know the drill; 
a cent or two here, then down a 
cent, then up two, It’s like putting on 
weight. One day, you're at a trim 175 
Ibs. Next thing you know, you're tip- 
ping the Toledos at 195, and wonder- 
ing how the hell that happened. 

But last week’s astronomical, one- 
day leap was something different. 
Big Oil threw out the gradual screw- 
ing we've become accustomed to for 
a ‘let's just get this over with’ atti- 
tude. No foreplay, just straight to the 
screwing. 

So, what is the official reason why 


Price Shock At The Pumps 


we're experiencing record high gaso 
line prices? Depends on what day it 
is. 

For years, the standard excuse of 
fered by Big Oil was that the price — 
at the pumps reflected the price of a 
barrel of oil. For several weeks, that 
price was rising dramatically, peak 
ing at about $115 a barrel. Ergo, the 
price at the pumps went up. But wait 
— the price per barrel has fallen of 
late, down to $98 or so, and yet the 
price at the pump is soaring. Putting 
the lie to this little Big Oil story is the 
fact that we're paying more for gas 
now than in 2008, when the price of 
oil hit $150 a barrel. So, why is gas 
going up while oil is going down? 

Well, Big Oil explains patiently, 
it always takes some time for the 
lower price of a barrel to be reflected 
in lower costs at the pumps. But as 
we've all seen, gas prices skyrocket, 
but tend to fall as slowly as a leaking 
helium balloon. 

So, if it’s not the international price 
of a barrel of oil, than what is it? 

The latest reason offered up by the 
Big Oil spin doctors is something 
called the “crack spread” (insert por 
nographic joke here). 

Until now, I thought a crack spread 
was what you see when a fat guy 
wearing sagging jeans bends ovel

Ophaned Bus Stops, And 


Other Neglected 


WALKABLE EDMONTON 
STRIVES TO REPLACE 
“MISSING BITS” OF 
SIDEWALK NETWORK

Across from the South Campus LRT 
station, on a busy stretch of 113th 
Street on the West side of Parkallen, 
a city bus stop sign pokes out of the 
dirt and grass. There’s no sidewalk 
connecting the stop to the rest of the 
neighbourhood. 

lan Hosler, co-ordinator of the 
city’s Walkable Edmonton initiative, 
calls these “orphaned bus stops” and 
there are roughly 1,200 of them in all 
of Edmonton, 

Mature neighbourhoods 
Parkallen have many of these “miss- 
ing bits,” he says. It's hard to say 50 
years later why sidewalks weren't put 
in or other pedestrian connections 


like 


weren't made. Former industrial ar- 
eas too, with side walk on one side or 
none at all, also represent large gaps 
in the city's network. 

The city has recognized the need 
for more pedestrian infrastructure, 
and has bumped up the budget for 
Sustainable transportation, which 
includes bike routes, sidewalks and 
shared paths. In the 2006 to 2008 
period, the budget was $5.8 million. 
In the 2009 to 2011 period, it was in- 
creased to $17.1 million. 

Through Walkable Edmonton and 
the Office of Great Neighbourhoods, 
Hosler hopes to overcome some 
of the inherited oddities that make 
walking difficult. 

Currently, Parkallen is in the mid- 
dle of a neighbourhood rehabilitation 
project. Last year, all the existing 
toads and sidewalks were replaced 
in the Eastern half. This year, the 

"other half will get a spruce up. But 
putting in new sidewalk and improv- 
ing walkability isn’t automatically 
part of the rehabilitation program. 
Sidewalk funding comes from sus- 
tainable transportation planning, 
not the neighbourhood rehabilitation

“That's the challenge,” Hosling 
says. “There's a myriad of different 
programs to fix stuff up and make it 
walkable.” 

Hosling works with the rehabilita- 
tion program to try to get some of 
these connections done at the same 
time as the other construction work. 

The Office of Great Neighbour- 
hoods has also started a conversa- 
tion about re-paving some back al- 
leys, even though these are usually 
the responsibility of the homeowner. 
In mature areas such as Parkallen, 
that's especially important because 
some alleyways are being used as 
sidewalks. 

Parkallen resident Brandon Quig- 
ley has also advocated for a more 
pedestrian-friendly approach to the 
neighbourhood rehabilitation pro- 
cess. He and the community league 
have pushed for extended sidewalk 
corners to make crossing easier and 
to slow down cars, in keeping with 
the area's historic walkablity. 

“We just want to make sure that 
there are traffic calming measures 
built into the neighbourhood renew- 


al,” he says. He’s worried that the 
standard template for sidewalks fits 
more of a suburban standard, and 


would make the neighbourhood less | 


pedestrian friendly. 
Don Iveson, city councillor for 
Ward 10, which includes Parkallen, 


says the city is making the rehabili- 


tation program more responsive to | 


local needs. 

“Tt used to be that the first crack at 
neighbourhood reconstruction was 
that we would basically just put back 


what was there before, but now we've | 


directed them to try to tie it in better 


with our overall sidewalk strategy, | 


which aims to improve walkablility 
throughout the city,” he says. 

And while he understands resi- 
dent's concerns about pedestrian 
safety, indeed he grew up in the area 
and enjoyed walking around the 
neighbourhood, “I don’t think it's 
that bad, to be honest,” he says. 

Residents who notice missing side- 
walks in their neighbourhood should 
call city services at 311, as the plan- 
ners in the sustainable transportation 
department do use public requests as 
a part of their planning.

But no, it’s a term that the Big Oil 
companies use to describe the differ- 
ence between the cost of the raw ma- 
terial (oil) and what's refined from it 
(gas). 

Apparently, the poor Big Oil com- 
panies have had a pretty lousy crack 
Spread in recent years. But not any- 
Tore. Now, the crack spread is 30 
Cents a litre from Edmonton refiner- 
ies, up from the usual 20 or so. 

In other words, they’re making 
more money because they're charg- 
ng more for the gas. In the world of 
ig Oil, crack spread is apparently 
more appealing term than price 















Another favourite excuse from Big 
Oil is that the price of gas reflects 
the local marketplace. It’s a competi- 
tive world, they say, and the prices 
merely reflect the marketplace. This 
could be true, of course, if there were 
20 or 30 oil companies, rather than 
a handful of giants who set the price.

Imperi- 
al Oil — a.k.a. Esso — enjoyed profits 
that rose by 64 per cent. Poor babies. 
How do they manage? 

The Stephen Harper government 
has promised to call the heads of Big 
Oil in for a very serious chat. All the 
usual excuses will be offered up, after 
which the government will say ‘Hey, 
waddaya gonna do?’ and walk away, 

So, ultimately, what is the real rea- 
son the oil giants have raised their 
prices to record highs? It’s the same 
reason dogs lick their balls.

The villain of the whole piece is the system 
we use to elect members of Parliament and 
provincial legislatures and even municipal 
governments. The FPTP system invariably 
distorts the wishes of the electorate and 
must change if we hope to once again call 
ourselves a democracy. 

Sadly all attempts fail since it is not in 
the interests of those with power to make 


changes that may exclude them in the future. 
We have had referenda on PR in Canada but 
with restrictively high margins of 60 per cent 
to pass. That, added to the misinformation 
campaigns that invariably accompany these 
referenda, almost guarantees defeat. 
Perhaps now that a party which has tra- 
ditionally suffered under the FPTP system 
(NDP) will see that it is in their best interest 
to shoot for a proportional alternative. Cou- 
pled with the implosion of the Liberals, and 
near total demise of the Bloc, this should 
also put some impetus into the drive for PR, 
for different reasons. Then again, the same 
distorted system that has given the Tories a 
“false majority" will ensure that they, with 


their strangle-hold against the Passage of 

any progressive legislation, will avoid it like 
the plague.

“Woodrow the Homeless Man’ isn’t the most 
well-known character Tracy Morgan created, 
but he might just be the most revealing. And 
although Morgan isn’t and never was exactly 
homeless, his rise from street life to superstar 
is astonishing. 

While Woodrow lives in the sewer 10-feet be- 
low the feet of Hollywood stars, such as Britney 
Spears, who dropped by Saturday Night Live 
when Morgan was a reoccurring character on 
comedy's most famous program. The dreams 
and aspirations Woodrow showed in the ab- 
surd skits were seemingly Morgan's version 
of social commentary during his rise to suc- 
cess. Like the Eddie Murphy created character, 
‘Buckwheat’, Morgan’s Woodrow represented 
more than a funny seven-minute segment to 
Morgan, it represented, in Morgan's words, 
the ability to not only seize opportunity, but 
to take “it captive in the basement.” Here was 
an opportunity to take the tragedy in his life 
and create laughter — a charm that got Morgan 
through his darkest times. : 

Like Woodrow, Morgan's comedy is some- 
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what bizarre, but so is his story. From the 
ridiculous skits he performed on SNL, to the 
manic antics he does today — things that of- 
ten find themselves coming out of the mouth 
of ‘Tracy Jordan’ on 30 Rock — Morgan has 
reached the point of superstar. But through it 
all, he was always being sincere. 

Morgan's brand of honesty is felt only para- 
graphs into I Am the New Black — a memoir 
that captures Tracy Morgan's life. “There are 
two things that will get you through life, and 
those things are simple and human and every- 
one can have them. If they're part of your life, 
you will always have a way to keep on living,” 
Morgan writes in the introduction. 

I Am the New Black reveals the path that led 
him from the streets and squalor of Ghetto, 
U.S.A. — a particularly rough neighbourhood 
in Brooklyn, New York — to international su- 
perstar status. Morgan ran away from Brook- 
lyn to the Bronx — from a troubled relationship 
with his mother, to the doorstep of his drug- 
addled father — only to watch as his father died 
of AIDS after he had kicked the heroin habit. 
Not yet quite a comic in job or disposition, 
Morgan began dealing crack when his father 
passed — a profession Morgan was admittedly 
awful at. The murder of his best friend was the 
force that drove Morgan to his life of comedy — 
as things were spiraling out of control, Morgan 
knew it was his way out of the ghetto. 

Years later, here Morgan is. He was the ‘Hus- 
tle Man’ who sold items from the hood former 
on mentor, Martin Lawrence's sitcom, Martin, 
he was an eight-year regular of Saturday Night 
Live, the star of an ill-fated sitcom, The Tracy 
Morgan Show, a star of many popular com- 
edy movies, and finally, reaching his highest 
as a main star of the Emmy-winning 30 Rock, 





where Morgan plays an eccentric, unleashed 
movie star, serving as a loose caricature of 
himself. 

In advance of his highly anticipated 
stand up performance, SEE had an op- 
portunity to talk Tracy Morgan about I 
Am the New Black, his inspirations, his 
stand up and, of course, Osama bin Laden. 


SEE: Hi. Tracy. Thanks for chat- 
ting. How are you? Where are you at? 


Tracy Morgan: “I’m good, just loungin’. I’m 
in my crib in New Jersey, my house. I’m on 
the property! The compound was raided, you 
know? Same dudes that designed bin Laden’s, 
designed my place. I lack confidence though.” 


SEE: I was just going to ask you about 
Osama. 


TM: “Yeah, | clipped him. You wanna know 
if I clipped him? Yeah, it was my work, The 
fucking dresser fell on my foot though. Clip 
the guy, dresser falls on my foot. I knew where 
the guy was for two years. Got close to him, 
you know.” 


SEE: The Osama moment was pretty in- 
spirational for the United States — a lot of 
the world, really. Where'd you get the in- 
spiration for I Am the New Black? 


TM: “That book’s about having no excuses — 
it has nothing to do with race or colour. It’s 
about no excuses. When Barack became presi- 
dent, I was motivated to write it. The presi- 
dent's black, — you don’t have no excuses. Ev- 
erybody’s gotta try now.” 


SEE: Your upbringing was tough and 
you write that it's very difficult to make it 
through Saturday Night Live; how did you 
do it? 


TM: “There are three things I seek in my 
life. I seek enlightenment, I seek insight and 
I seek that guidance. Whenever you are en- 
lightened, you gain insight and it provides us 
with that proper guidance. The proper guid- 
ance. You must do things in life properly. It’s 
not always about good or bad, it’s about proper 
How you carry yourself in this world,is how far 
a man’s gonna go. And if you carry yourself 
properly, then you good. People gonna treat 
you proper.” 

SEE: What were the moments that 
inspired you as an individual? 


TM: “There were three. The first one was 
when | buried my father at 19, that was really 
powerful. Saddest, darkest, deepest, funkiest 
moment of my life. And then I had the mo- 
ment when I met my wife, Sabina. Awesome, 
awesome moment for me. And then she made 
it even more awesome when she gave me my 
firstson. Yeah ... awesome stuff, man. She gave 
me that stability in my life. At that moment | 
wanted destiny, I knew that was the place for 
me. I know materialistic things ain’t always 
happiness. There's nothing like destiny. Most 
people get afraid of it, me, I run towards it — I 
wanna know what it is. It's destiny. Destiny.” 


SEE: You sound like a life coach. Can we 
expect that at the show? 


TM: “I ain't no motivational speaker, I ain't 
trying to live in no van down by the river — 
this here is pure stand-up. I’m going all out .. 
we're doing it all.” 


SEE: Well, comedy saved your life, after 
all. 


TM: “I was born with a sense of humour 
It's what got me through my divorce, what got 
me through my father’s death, it’s what got me 
through everything — all the drama in my life 
— my sense of humour.” 


SEE: If you are following the footsteps of 
Richard Pryor (who it is said walked a fine 
line between tragedy and comedy), there's 
material in there. 


TM: “All the drama in my life is turned up- 
side down and it’s all comedy. That's all com- 
edy is, tragedy turned upside down, turned in- 
side out.” 


SEE: Does I Am the New Black serve as 
any type of closure, then? 


TM: “I've been at closure. I'm about forgive- 
ness. I seek that. I’m not seeking monetary 
things, I’m seeking forgiveness and mercy. 
The book was just about me telling my story 
It wasn't about closure, I’m 42-years old, I've 
picked up the pieces. It was just me telling 
story, my story.”

Derek Miller may be known for craft- 
ing frantically offbeat electro tunes, 
but many of his early rhythms were 
redundantly dull — the squeaks from 
rubbing down tables, the hollow clat- 
ter from stacking chairs, the faint 
scratching of his pen as he jotted 
down special orders instead of the 
lyrics and notes he craved to craft. 

“When you're trying to do some- 
thing creative there's nothing better 
than an awful boss, it lights a fire un- 
der your ass, for sure,” he says of the 
dead end stint he worked at a Brazil- 
ian restaurant in Brooklyn, to scrape 
by as he tried to pry his way into the 
music industry. “Every day I'd get 
there at 10 a.m. and start setting up 
tables, and just thinking about how 
badly I wanted to leave.” 

Between shifts he’d amassed a con- 
siderable stash of bold and brazen 
beats, tapped out on his Akai xr20 
drum machine. His shifts, however, 
allowed for too little down time to go 
see shows, much less the needed re- 





spite to try and book his own gigs or 
even find a few musical cohorts. But 
the job he thought was stifling actu- 
ally ended up offering him the ir ispir- 
ing fresh gust he needed 

One evening in the summer of 
2008, with pad and pen in hand 
he tried to stem his brooding long 
enough to stride over to another ta- 
ble and take another order. But the 
pair of patrons sitting there were 
more interested in small talk than 
the day’s special — the younger of the 
two, named Alexis Krauss, grinned 
as the elder asked Miller what he was 
doing in New York. 

“Her mother was very talkative and 
she ended up wondering whether or 
not I was Brazilian, because it was a 
Brazilian restaurant,” he says of the 
fateful conversation. “We got to talk- 
ing and her mom asked me what | 
was doing in New York. And I told 
her I was looking for a vocalist, which 
is a strange thing to tell someone you 
just met, but I was in the habit of do- 
ing that because there was no other 
reason for me to be in New York, the 
rent sucks and it’s cold.” 

His peculiar frankness paid off 
— Krauss’s mother volunteered her 
daughter on the spot. Her singing ca- 
reer had stalled after early glimpses 
of celebrity asa child, starring in a 
hokey Nickelodeon Magazine com- 
mercial and working a brief stint in 
the sugary teen pop troupe Ruby- 
blue 


The sweetness in her voice turned 
out to be the perfect antidote to the 
rabid frenzy in Miller's manic beats. 
In the weeks that followed he would 
meet Krauss to play her the in- 
strumentals he’d been working on 
and offer her a chance to sing over 
them. Over the next two years the 
duo dubbed themselves Sleigh Bells, 
began a fittingly eccentric mentor- 
ship by way of frantic Sri Lankan 
songstress MIA, and recorded their 
lauded debut, Treats. It was not an 
album so much as a sonic spectrum, 
with singer and composer sitting on 
opposite ends. 

“It's just how I hear music,” Miller 
says of the deranged yin and yang 
between Krauss’s voluptuous vocals 
and his voracious instrumentals, the 
mingling between edgy and elastic 
that has garnered the pair so much 
critical acclaim. “I’m surprised more 
people don't do it, because it's a very 
honest love, respect and reverence (I 
have) for something like a Madonna 
record and a metal album. I know it 
sounds pretentious, but I can’t sepa- 
rate the two when I write and play. 
If I could change it, I would, because 
there's all sorts of problems with our 
songs for me. But I just kind of do 
my best.” 

The problems lay in the limita- 
tions of the equipment he used — 
the cheapest Akai xr20 and Alesis 
sr 18 drum machines he could find, 
hammering out tinny, brittle beats 





on their sticky key pads and nubby 
dials. It left his instrumentals with 
such low fidelity that he had to crank 
the match volume all the way, sim 
ply to get patches of concrete notes, 
until the songs started clipping and 
breaking up 

“In my mind I'd say ‘OK this will 
work for now, and when I get into a 
proper studio I'll get a better sound.’ 
Which is a mistake bands make of- 
ten; they ruin it by rerecording it.” 

He almost made that fatal error 
himself, hiring a session drummer 
to polish the beat of “Crown On the 


Ground”, a highlight of Sleigh Bells’ | 


debut, before scrapping the glossy 
version in favour of the demo that 
would go on to be one of the album's 
most aggressive and beloved tracks. 

“The flaws and limitations ended 
up being the strength of the song,” 
he says, adding that fans could relate 
to that sentiment deeply on a com- 
pletely intuitive level. “It sounded 
really raw and nasty ... an obsession 


for me is the physicality of big music | 


in general, when the subwoofer can 
make every cell in your body shake.” 

Miller says Sleigh Bells’ next al- 
bum, which the duo plans to record 
this summer, will hopefully move 
fans on more than just a literal or 
cellular level. 


“Moving people physically and 


soulfully, that’s not a common com- 
bination. With club music in general 
its usually one or the other,” he says

Things were run- 
ning smoothly, he says, “until I called 
about finalizing the file sizes and 
bringing in the master disc to start 
production, and was told that the 
company has very conservative prin- 
ciples and moral boundaries and that 
they couldn't accommodate me.” 

Brad Mix, who spoke for the com- 
pany, agrees as he explains CDaT’s 
decision. “Our clientele is made up 
of, among others, businesses, fami- 
lies and schools. As such we tend to 
be fairly conservative in the material 
we become involved with.” 

This stance surprised Ross and 
his fans on Facebook, and notes, “I 
thought a cover with anthropomor- 
phic penises embracing — beautifully 
illustrated by Smokey — and the ac- 
companying raunchy music might 


turn a few heads — and probably 
wouldn't make it into Top 40 rota- 
tion — but would be no problem for 
college radio or on a rack at an indie 
store.

“I guess in the dissemination of 
piece of art you don’t think about 
what kind of resistance you might 
meet, especially if you require mass 
production of it along the way,” he 
muses. “It seems that the companies 
that own these means of production 
tend to be part of large conglomer 
ates, which more often than not 
seem to be running right-of-center 
and terrified of controversy. Thing 
is, there was total plausible deniabil 
ity in this. Nowhere on the CD would 
it say their name or logo. So why give 
up the sale, especially in this climate 
of decimated CD purchases? 

“I wasn't trying to court contro 
versy on this, only trying to put out 
my record and hope that some peo- 
ple dig it. Is my material really that 
offensive or did I just randomly run 
into a super conservative entity and 
spook them from the wrong side of 
the tracks? Who knows?” 

Mix notes, “We affirm the right 
of all artists to freely express them- 
selves and happily recommend other 
replication companies for material 
falling under that description.”

Paul Lawton knows what love is. 
Watching Aaron Levine build Can- 
ada’s best music site from nothing 
(Weird Canada), he has seen it first- 
hand. An eclectic musician/writer/ 
Promoter/ in his own right, Law- 
ton shares that love, and as every- 
one knows, love knows no bounds.

Astudy in gorgeousness, this new solo 
album really shows Mark Davis at the height 
of his craftsmanship. It's an ex- 
tremely pretty post-folk album, 
full of lavish production by 
Calgary's Lorrie Matheson, 
who layers in all sorts of 
strange noises, evolved de- 
scendents of Old Reliable's 
feedback whine at the end of 
every song live back in that 90s 
thing. Together they've created a space 
where pop drumming and cheerful Brooklyn 
harmonica swing like an old married couple 
— listen to “Go to Ground,” taking special 
note of the space synth and sweet harmo- 
nizing.

Whenever I sit down to write a sto- 
ty about a hard working Canadian 
band, the road comes up. Not the 
book, the actually strip of pavement. 
Arguments, break downs, animal 
collisions, vomit rainbows, UFO's ...

So, it's a nice change of pace to talk 
to someone about their work as well. 
And for British Columbian metal 
band 3 Inches of Blood ... holy shit 
do they ever work. 

“The longest run of shows that 
we have done is 32 in a row,” guitar- 
ist Shane Clark says. “We don't get 
many days off. When we do, we usu- 
ally spend them driving. It’s nice to 
recharge every once in a while but, 
hey, we are road warriors.” 

So, as I talked to him, it was not 
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surprising that he was in a van bear 
ing down on their next gig. The only 
thing different this time is that the 
van has a couple of Canucks flags 
pouring off of the sides. Should they 
be worried about showing support 
for a specific team in a hockey mad 
country? Don’t they know how some 
people feel about Canucks fans? 

“I never heard that some people 
hate Canucks fans,” Clark says. “I 
heard they dislike the team but I 
never heard that about the fans. At 
the same time, | was raised to hate 
the Habs, but that was just my father 
teaching me. It is Canadiana. I would 
think that since the Habs are out 
that people would just rally around 
the last Canadian team. Neat, that is 
news to me.” 

With that said, it doesn’t surprise 
me that Clark isn’t aware of how 
some people may feel about his 
team, or even his band for that mat- 
ter. Playing as many shows as he has, 
you learn to stop reading reviews and 
focus on what you can control. 

“We have our hotspots,” explains 
Clark. “San Francisco, Chicago, 
The Twin Cities and a handful of 
other places. Denver, we do really 
well in Denver, it's more like Canada 


and we get great support at the shows 


all throughout Canada. But Florida 


is hard to get going as well as some | 


other places in the South. The mu- 
sical climate is different there; they 
don’t really get what we are doing. I 
like to look at the positive. Music de- 
fies language and besides, it's heavy 
metal. People are coming out to 
rage.” 

And speaking of rage, did you know 
that there are Heavy Metal gossip 
sites? Yep. You just read that. 

“The weirdest thing for me is 
people who are misinformed,” Clark 
says. “So many writers and critics 
get their stuff from Wikipedia and we 
know how reliable that is. For exam- 
ple, it is said that our old singer Jamie 
quit the band because we don't like 
people who drink. That's just ridicu- 
lous. I don’t follow the online gossip 
sites. It's a bunch of 40- or 13-year- 
old dudes who don't have anything 
better to do than write this stuff | 
don’t have time. I got too much shit 
to do. I’m busy with my life.”

And now for your viewing pleasure, 
Judd Apatow will refute charges: of 
sexism and impart to you Brides- 
maids. It's like 40 Year Old Virgin 
and Knocked Up, but with chicks! 
He's settled up with the fairer gen- 
der and the catalogue of his achieve- 
ments can now add, “striking a blow 
for all the gals out there” to its list. 
Of course I’m saying this with a 
measure of tongue-in-cheek, but one 
should consider that the only thing 
setting this endeavour apart from 
those aforementioned titles, is the 
sex of its cast. We've seen and heard 
these jokes before. 

While that might seem overly 
critical, it can’t be ignored that this 
movie was seemingly written, cast, 
produced and directed to exploit a 
particular and oft overlooked de- 
mographic in the age of the R rated 
comedies — women.

deny that Bridesmaids pulls this off 
with skill, it’s difficult to ignore the 
fact that this female driven comedy’s 
most poignant advertising tactic has 
been to point out that men should 
not be afraid to see it. You'll note 
the film’s tag line “Chick flicks don't 
have to suck!” Does this detract from 
the films quality? No. Will it receive 
alittle more praise than is due? Prob- 
ably. Is a woman, wearing a wedding 
dress, taking a shit in the middle of 
the street funny? You bet. 

Starring and written by com- 
edy juggernaut Kristen Wiig (SNL, 
McGruber), directed by Paul Feig, 
produced by Judd Apatow, and with 
additional writing credit to Annie 
Mumolo, Bridesmaids is the story of 
one woman's struggle to understand 
failure and friendship at middle age. 

As the film opens we learn that 
Annie (Kristen Wigg) has been 
asked by lifelong friend Lillian 
(Maya Rudolph) to be her maid of 
honour. Needless to say this posting 
heaves much pressure and stress on 
Annie’s already tired and mournful 
shoulders. Her bakery has closed

That is the big question that the 
new film The Bang Bang Club asks, 
but does not successfully answer 
The Bang Bang Club is based on a 
2000 memoir by Greg Marinovich 
(played by brooding pretty boy Ryan 
Phillipe) and Joao Silver (Neels van 
Jaarsveld). The so-called club was 
made up of a group of four war pho- 
tographers (the other two being Ken 
Oosterbroek, played by Frank Ra- 
utenbach, and Keviri Carter, played 
by Canadian Taylor Kitsch), who 
Tose to fame (in photojournalism 
circles, anyway) for their coverage 
of the battles between Zulu nation- 
alists and Nelson Mandela's African 
National Congress in the dying years 
of South African apartheid in the 
1990s. As depicted in the film, the 
four shooters (that’s newspaper talk 
for photographers) would pile into 
a vehicle and race off to the scene 
of the latest battle between the ri- 
val forces. (In the film, they are of- 
ten shown together taking the same 
shot. Seems like they would get four 
of the same images.) As their photos 
become more and more famous — 
Phillipe’s character, the most daring 
f the four, wins a Pulitzer Prize for 
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one shot of a man being burned alive | 


— so, too, do the photographers. By 


night, it’s non-stop booze, drugs and 
women, then it’s up early the next 
morning for more click-click of the 
bang-bang. 


The pace, and the scope of human | 


carnage they witness, takes its toll on 


Carter. Well played by the brooding | 


hunk Kitsch (Tim Riggins from the | 


late, lamented Friday Night Lights), | 


Carter descends into a spiral of drugs 


and guilt. He leaves South Africa for | 


the Sudan, where he takes a photo | 
of a starving child being stalked by 


a vulture. (You can see the picture 
at http://iconicphotos. wordpress. 
com) He, too, wins a Pulitzer, but is 
consumed with guilt and self-doubt 
when he can’t answer questions 
about the fate of the little girl, and 
why he did nothing to help. 

The Bang Bang Club succeeds rela- 
tively well as an action picture (there 
are some pretty authentic scenes of 
the two sides getting ready to face 
off, with the photographers actually 
standing in the iniddle) but struggles 
with the weightier issues it delves 
into. The matter of white men ex- 
ploiting black men for personal gain 
is touched upon, and the whole mat- 
ter of the value of combat photogra- 
phy — which is the central issue of 
the film — is barely addressed. May- 
be it’s just too big an issue for a film, 
or maybe the director just thought he 
should leave it up to the viewer to de- 
cide. In either event, The Bang Bang 
Club is a technically proficient film 
that asks some pretty big questions, 
which it isn’t quite up to answering. 

In the end, The Bang Bang Club is 
a mixture of action and topical films, 
but never quite succeeds at either.
